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Japan Urges 
Cooperation 
By Arabs on 
Refugee Row 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(UPI)—Japan Thursday urged 
Arab countries that are hosts to 
almost one million Palestine 
refugees to cooperate in con- 
structive programs for their re- 
settlement, 


Japanese delegate Heishiro 
Ogawa spoke during debate on 
the refugee problem in the Gen- 
eral Assembly's Spectal Political 
Committee, , 


He warned that governments 
contributing to the Palestine 
Refugee Agency's upkeep might 
be discouraged from giving 
funds in the future if they felt 
that the problem was “con- 
founded with political disputes.” 

Japan, he noted, had been a 
contributor since before its ad- 
mission to the United Nations. 

Ogawa said Japan believed 
the money should he used in a 
' More constructive way to expe- 

dite resettlement of the refugees 
hecause the contributions could 
not be continued indefinitely. 


He said the Japanese sympa- 
thized with the refugees because 
Japan had a big repatriation 
problem after the Pacific war. 

Arab delegations demanded 
Thursday that Israel be com- 
pelled to repatriate one million 
Palestine refugees. But Israel 
replied that their repatriation 
to homes in Israel depended on 
a peace settlement. 

Thabet Khalidi of Jordan and 
Ahmad Zabarah of Yemen con- 
tinued the Arab attack on Israel! 
in debate on the refugee prob- 
lem before political committee. 

Khalidi said Israel had defied 
U.N. decisions on the refugees 
for 10 years and alone was re- 
sponsibie for the problem. 

Zabarah objected to a United 
States suggestion that some 
new arrangements be made for 
handling the Arab refugee prob- 
lem after 1960. 


Urges Repatriation 

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(Kyvodo-Reuter} — Akira Miya- 
zaki of Japan said Wednesday 
the refugees should be allowed 
to return to their homelands if 
they wished to live peacefully 
with their neighbors. He was 


addressing the General Assem- 
bivy’s Special Political Commit- 
tee when it resumed its debate 
on the report of the director 
general of the United Nations 
Relief and Works Agency for 
Palestine refugees in the Near 
East, 

Miyazaki said that as a coun- 
try which had once had thou- 
sands of its countrymen spread 
throughout the world, Japan 
knew that often the desire for 
repatriation was so strong it 
could not be supresscd, even 
though homes had been de- 
stroyed and families lost. 

For UNWRA to achieve its 
humanitarian purpose, it need- 
ed the cooperation of the host 
countries from a humanitarian 
viewpoint, not a political one, 
he said.

At the Pierre Hotel where he 
Was registered, Ikeda told a 
press conference exclusively at- 
tended by Japanese news cor- 
respondents that he did not 
agree with some Japanese who 
oppose the flotation of the 
bonds, totaling only $30 million 
in value. DY claiming that the 
more than six per cent annual 
interest was too high. 

He said such matters as the 
conditions attached to the bond 
flotation and their values were 
not important. The important 
thing, he said, was to test how 
far American financial circles 
would support the bonds and 
to see how high Japan's econo- 
mic reputation is rated in the 
world. 

Such a test will have an im- 
portant bearing on the steering 
of Japan's economy in future, 
he said. Ikeda added he did 
not think Japan was in such 
dire need of foreign currency 
that it had to float bonds “at 
any price.” 

He said he desired to gather 
enough information in the U.S. 
to be abie to answer inquiries 
concerning the bond project 
when he returned home, al- 
though he was not in direct 
charge of the project. 

As to the American economic 
outlook, Ikeda said he was posi- 
tive the U.S. economy had al- 
ready “entered a. stage of im- 
provement.”

Chen Trying 


To Separate 
U.S., Japan, 
Kondo Says 


The Japanese Government 
yesterday reacted sharply to a 
violent blast by Red Chinese 
Foreign Minister Chen Yi and 
took the rare step of issuing & 
formal statement to refute the 
criticism of a government it does 
not recognize. 

The Japanese statement, coun- 
tering a Peiping Radio blast of 
last Wednesday, declared that 
Chen Yi had revealed his “woe- 
ful ignorance” of the Japanese 
people’s wishes to live in peace 
and preserve peace. 

In his attack, the Red Chinese 
Foreign Minister had lashed at 
the U.S.Japan Security Treaty, 
the Kishi Administration's 
policy in general which he said 
might bring “disaster,” and 
Japan's alleged plans to “domi- 
nate” Asia once again. 


In a lengthy statement issued 
vesterday evening by Shinichi 
Kondo, director of the Foreign 
O flice Public Information 
and Cultural Affairs Bureau, 
Japan said the Peiping leader 
had given a distorted version of 
current U.S.Japan treaty rev!- 
sion negotiations in an attempt 
to “mislead the Japanese people 
and separate Japan from the 
U.S.” 


Kondo's point-for-point refuta- 
tion noted that in-today's world 
it is impossible for any nation 
to defend itself alone and it 
noted the existence and rein- 
forcement of the Soviet-Red Chi- 
nese military alliance. 

“Foreign Minister Chen said 
he wished that Japan should 
become a neutral state. How- 
ever, Japan, as a free dermnocratic 
nation, makes it her fundamen- 
tal policy to cooperate with 
other free countries to con- 
tribute toward maintenance 
of world peace. The majority 
of the Japanese people would 
oppose any attempt to make 
Japan powerless and isolate 
her. 

“The Japanese Government 
believes that ‘genuine pedce’ 
could be established only on 
the basis of mutual respect for 
the position of other countries, 
irrespective of political doc- 
trines, It is up to the Japanese 
people to decide what course 
te follow and this is In no way 
a matter in which the Japa- 
nese people would allow itse-f 
to be subjected to directions 
from any country.” 

Earlier, the Japanese state- 
ment said this nation was co- 
operating with the United States 
“to insure her own safety.” And 
this cooperation is not—as For- 
eign Minister Chen Yi charges 
—aimed at provoking a war of 
aiding imperialistic policies. 

The statement said Chen Yi's 
accusation that Japan had join- 
ed in “aggressive acts in Asia” 
and that it is her “ambition to 
invade Southeast Asia,” can only 
be interpreted “as based on his 
woeful ignorance of the Japa- 
nese people's peace wishes and 
their determination to preserve 
peace.” 

The Foreign Office then 
tackled Chen’s charge that U.S. 
has “territorial ambitions” in 
Asia and that it is attempting 
to amend the Security Treaty in 
order to “involve Japan in a 
war.” 

“The Japanese people, how- 
ever, know very well that the 
United States, like Japan, is 
fervently desiring establishment 
of world peace. 

“Japan and the U.S. are eo- 
operating to the common end 
of maintaining world peace in 
accordance with the principles 
and spirit of the U.N, Charter. 

“The present U.S.Japan 
Security Treaty has so far work- 
ed smoothly in guaranteeing 
the security of Japan, However, 
since the existing treaty came 
into being simultaneously with 
Japan's regaining her indepen- 
dence after the war, it contains 
various points that need revision 
as a result of the buildup of 
her defense forces and various 
other developments. 

“The majority of the Japa- 
nese people have ardently 
sought an amendment of the 
Security Treaty. The purpose 
of the present treaty negotia- 
tions is to make a necessary 
adjustment of the existing pact 
pursuant to such wishes of the 
Japanese people and to put rela- 
tions on an equal footing with 
the U.S, 

“The Japanese Government, 
fully considering the wishes of 
the people, is negotiating with 
the U.S. for conclusion of such 
arrangements as would be in- 
strumental in securing the safety 
of Japan and forestalling the 
danger of aggression,”

Cut Waitress Forgives Diplomat 


Soviet Embassy Denies Knifing

A Soviet protocol official who 
specializes in handling diploma- 
tie niceties is the central figure 
in an investigation of a drunken 
bar-room melee in which he 
allegedly slashed a Japanese 
waitress and scuffled with two 
American servicemen, 

Police said the Russian Em- 
bassy official stabbed the wait- 
ress after she told him, “I hate 
all Communists,” 

They said, however, that the 
wounds were superficial and the 
whole thing was probably an 
accident caused by a little too 
much liquor, A 

The Soviet Embassy denied 
the whole affair as “a fiction and 
a lie from beginning to end.” 

Both Tokyo police and the 
Japanese Foreign Office, how- 
ever, disclosed they were 
investigating the incident, They 
identified the Russian as 
VYsevoiod V. Benevolenski, first 
secretary in charge of protocol 
at the Soviet Embassy here. 

A jumble of conflicting facts 
surrounded the whole incident, 
and Japanese authorities com- 


pounded the confusion by draw- 
ing wraps around it. But this 
version was confirmed by Japa- 
nese sources: 

Benevolenski, whose wife is 
living in Russia, entered the 
Silk Hat Bar in downtown Tokyo 
shortly after midnight on Mon- 
day, The Soviet diplomat was 
known as a good customer of the 

r. 
Shortly after he arrived, he 
had a brief scuffle with an 
American airman over a_ girl. 
It ended quickly and Benevo- 
lenski sat down with the girl, 
Toyoko Okubo 26, a former 
hostess at the bar and now a 
waitress in the Mambo Coffee 
Shop in another part of Tokyo. 

After they had been drinking 
for about two hours, the Soviet 
diplomat had another brief run- 
in with a second American 
serviceman. No details of either 
fight, were available. 

Shortly after this, Bene- 
volenski, by way of conversa- 
tion, asked Toyoko, “Do you 
know the Zengakuren?” 

(Zengakuren is a Communist- 
idominated Japanese student, 


federation whose leaders are so 
extreme they have been punish- 
ed by the Japan Communist 
Party for being ultra-leftist.) 


“I know the Zengakuren,” the 
girl replied, “and I hate all Com- 
munists.”

Red Germany May 
Gain Control of 
Allied City Links 


BONN (AP)—The Rus- 
sians Thursday told Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer 
what steps they would take 
“to realize the liquidation 
of the occupation status of 
Berlin.” 


This was reported by a Soviet 
Embassy spokesman shortly 
after Ambassador Andrei Smir- 
nov had been closeted together 
for over an hour with the West 
German leader. 


The Federal Press Office an- 
nounced that Smirnov had told 
Adenauer what the Russians 
planned to do about Berlin. 


But the Soviet Embassy 
spokesman put it much ‘stron- 
ger. He denied that Smirnov 
had said anything about. plans 
but that rather he had inform- 
ed Adenauer “on the steps 
which the Soviet Government 
intends to take to realize the 
liquidation of the occupation 
status of Berlin.” 


Neither the Soviet Embassy 
nor the federal press office dis- 
closed any details of what 
Smirnov had said nor of what 
Adenauer had replied. 


The Russians said earlier this 
week they planned to set forth 
their views incommunications 
with all of the powers which 
fought against Germany in 
World War Il. 


So far as is known here this 
has not yet been done, 

The Smirnov visit ap 
to be the first diplomatic step 
in carrying out the announced 
new Russian policy of turning 
over control of their sector of 
Berlin to the Communist Fast 
German Government. 


Earlier, a responsible Soviet 
source said Russia intends to 
give satellite East Germany con- 
trol over allied air, highway 
and rail links to isolated West 
Bertin. ' 


The Communist source aaid 
this was the meaning of Pre. 
mier Nikita Khrushchev’s Novy, 
10 speech in Moscow. 


Khrushchev told the allies to 
get out of West Berlin. He 
promised Russia would hand

Khrushchev, however, did

Once control over allied links

The danger of a trade war 
thus seems to be fading away 
at least for the time being.

New TB Vaccine 


OKAYAMA (Kyodo)—Scien- 
tists of Okayama University’s 
medical department and the 
Okayama Prefectural Health In- 
stitute have reported they have 
produced successfully a strong 
vaccine with great power of 
hmmunization against granules 
of bacteria. 

The scientists. said that the 
vaccine has little secondary ef- 
fects and produces strong re- 
sistance against hacteria of 
which it was obtained. 

In the experiment, granules 
collected from tuberculosis and 
typhoid fever bacteria after 
poisonous elements were remov- 
ed were made into vaccine. 

The vaccine was injected into 
mice, which were injected two 
weeks later with tuberculosis 
and typhoid fever bacteria. 

About 90 per cent of the in- 


ail mice not innoculated died. 
The innoculation had little 
secondary effect in contrast to

The Americans, both stationed 
at Shirol Air Base northeast 
of Tokyo, were convicted of as- 
saulting the cab driver on tne 
night of May 5, 1957.

Court and finally to the Supreme 
Court, ; 

The Japanese criminal code 
provides stiff sentences—rang-

Chen Yi’s Outburst 

Red China's Foreign Minister Chen Yi’s broadcast 
speech on the subject of the Japanese Government's policy 
can only be regarded as an impudent attempt to interfere 
with this country’s affairs. 

Indeed, we are tempted to assert that his personal re- 
ferences to Mr. Kishi are almost unprecedented in history 
as an admonition coming from the Foreign Minister of one 
country addressed to the Prime Minister of a next-«loor 
neighbor. 

Several of Mr. Chen Yi's statements are as ridiculous 
as they are false. His charge that Mr. Kishi “in spite of the 
opposition of the people of Japan” is hoping by further 
collaboration with the United States to “revive Japanese 
militarism” and to save Japan from its “ever more serious 
economic crisis” by “expanding in Southeast Asia” is full of 
the worst kind of malice. 


Mr. Chen Yi apparently not only hopes to turn the 
Japanese people against the Kishi Government but also to 
influence the people of Southeast Asia to regard this coun- 
try aS a potential enemy., It is strange that if the Kishi 
Government is in the habit of acting “in spite of the opposi- 
tion of the people of Japan” that it should have been re- 
turned to power in a free election by those same people, 
and further that if it had evil intentions toward the people 
of Southeast Asia it should have done its best to pay re- 
parations for war damage and to give them assistance 
through the Colombo Pian and cther arrangements. 

It is notable that Mr. Chen Yi's tirade comes on the 
heels of the initiation of an attempt by Peiping to destroy 
Japan's trade in Southeast Asia by a system of dumping 
goods in that area at prices noone can fairly compete with. 
Actually it is Peiping that has set its feet in the path of 
aggression and there is a strong suspicion that there is 
more to come, We can oniy suppose that want of success 
in drawing Japan into the Communist orbit has caused the 
Peiping leaders such ehagrin as to unbalance their judg- 
ment and give rein to the wildest imagination on their part. 


Says Mr. Chen Yi, “if Kishi should refuse to come to his 
senses and be determined to play the accomplice in the 
United States’ aggression against China and the rest of 
Asia, he will be lifting a rock only to have his own toes 
squashed.” It might perhaps be better if instead of worry- 
ing about other people’s toes, Mr. Chen Yi gave greater 
attention to his own head which, to say the least, appears to 
have become a litle swollen. The extravagant charge that 
a plot hostile to the Chinese people has been laid by the 
“Japanese Kishi Government” in collusion with the United 
States is so absurd as scarcely to need rebuttal but we can 
assure Mr. Chen Yi that Japan is engaged in no plot against 
Red China or any other country. 

The immediate occasion of Mr. Chen Yi’s amazing out- 
burst Is apparently the United States-Japan Security Trade 
talks. But in these talks, it has been the objective of Japan 
to secure for herself greater freedom of action than she has 
hitherto had in the matters with which the agreement is 
concerned. Peiping, of course, wants more. It wants to see 
Japan separated as much as possible from the United States 
so that its own influence in Japan can be increased through 
the leftist elements in this country. That has been the 
motive suspected by a majority of the Japanese people 
throughout the long-irawn-out trade negotiations with Pei- 
ping which eventually failed because the Chinese Reds 
would not forego political concessions. Rightly read, Mr. 
Chen Yi's latest outburst confirms that Japanese suspicion. 

The allegation that the Japanese Government lacks 
“sanity” is now made because that Government has been 
sane enough to see through Peiping’s maneuvers! 


We greatly regret that the Peiping Government has 
taken the line it has. Japan has tried to preserve amicable, 
if informal, relations with Peiping. She has never had any 
wish to interfere in Chinese internal affairs since the Red 
regime took control but has shown a consistent desire for 
trade and cultural contacts with the Chinese peopie. It is 
true that she has believed, and still believes, that the time 
has not yet come when she can enter into diplomatic re- 
Jations with the Peiping Government, but, if the latter had 
taken a more sensible view of things, their absence might 
have amounted to little more than the absence of a for- 
mality. Peiping has chosen to assume a role of hostility, 
and indeed of contempt, toward the Government the Japa- 
nese people have elected to serve them. 

Whether this has occurred in the supposed interests of 
international communism we do not know. But if the Pei- 
ping leaders believe that they can inveigle Japan into be- 
coming an underling of the Red bloc we may warn them 
as to the futility of such ideas. On the other hand, a change 
of attitude would be welcomed here, and the two nations 
might find some common ground outside political considera- 
tions,

There- 
fore, it is earnestly hoped that 
the Government will study the 
issue in an effort to ratify the 
convention as soon as possible 
and to keep pace with the world 
trend.

Chen Yi, Foreign Minister of 
the Peiping Government, issued 
a statement Nov, 19 scathingly 
criticizing the Kishi Government 
for its plan to rewrite the Japan- 
’ U.S. Security Treaty. According 
to Chen, the contemplated re- 
vision of the pact is designed 
to turn Japan into a tool of U.S. 
aggression in Asia, Japan is an 
independent nation and there- 
fore may rewrite any treaty or 
pact with foreign nations at her 
own discretion, It may be said 
that Red Chinese Foreign Min- 
ister Chen’s statement constitut- 
ed clear interference in Japan's 
domestic affairs, In his state- 
ment, Communist China disclos- 
ed that it would not hesitate to 
resort to any méasure in order 
to overthrow an _ undesirable 
foreign government, 


nomic Planning Agency Director

Behind Red-U.S. Strain 


Russian, Chinese Leadership of Asia and 


This is the third of four articles 
written after a recent visit to Mos- 
cow .—Editor, 


In almost all the talks I had 
in Moscow, not only with Mr. 
K., but with other officials and 
with Soviet editors, I was asked 
what could be done to bring 
about better relations between 
our two countries, 

The question is a hard one to 
answer. For the eee ee 
basic issue be- iim 
tween us arises 
from the fact® 
that the Soviet® 
Union and now ii 
alongside li 
Red China are 
well on thei 
way to achiev- 
ing the leader-@ 
ship of Asia and & 
of Africa. At et 
the root of the Lippmann 
profound and abiding suspicion 
which each of us has for the 
other lies this bid for leadership 
and its challenge to the Western 
position and to Western influ- 
ence. 

There is no reason to think 
that the suspicion which divides 
us, and makes even modest and 
partial solutions difficult, can 
easily be talked out of existence. 
Although I am one of those who 
hope earnestly that the rivalry 
can be kept below the boiling 
point, [ am, nevertheless, con- 
vinced that even this will re- 
quire a lot more than mutual ex- 
pressions of good will, 

Both Suspicious 

The cause of the bad relations 
is the suspicion, felt on each 
side of the Iron Curtain, that the 
other side intends to commit 
aggression. The suspicion arises 
from a belief that in the long 
run neither side can tolerate the 


other. The Soviet Union is now 
entering upon the _ cljmactic 
years—the next seven or 10 
years—in which it means to 


surpass the United States, not 
in the material comforts of 
ordinary life but in productivity 
per capita. The Communist 
leaders are certain that as they 
achieve this goal, the great mass 
of the poorer and undeveloped 
peoples will rally to them, No 
doubt, wherever they can, they 
will promote this rally by pro- 
paganda and by infiltration and 
by subversion. 

But we delude ourselves if 
we do not realize that the main 
power of the Communist states 
lies not in their clandestine ac- 
tivity. but in the force of their 
eXample, in the visible demon- 
stration of what the Soviet 
Union has achieved in 40 years, 
of what Red China has achieved 
in about 10 years. 

The inner moving force of 
Soviet suspicion is the belief 
that the United States and the 
Governments of the non-Com- 
munist countries will, unless 
compelled to do so, never al- 
low Russia and China to con- 
summate the revolution which 
they are leading in Asia and in 
Africa. In Moscow, and no 
doubt also in Peiping, they do 
not believe us when we insist 
that the rearming of Germany 
and of Turkey and the main- 
tenance of a ring of air bases 
are defensive measures against 
military aggression on their 
part. 


By Avoiding War 

For they are certain in their 
own minds that they will win 
the primacy of Asia and of 
Africa not by going to war but 
by avoiding a war that would 
ruin their economic § achieve- 
ments. They are, like most men, 
self-centered, and they cannot 
believe that we really think they 
will commit military aggression 
when they themselves are 50 
sure that they must avoid a war. 
So when we talk about de- 
fensive armaments they think 
we are deceiving them, that our 
military policy is to surround 
them in preparation for an at- 
tack on them in order to halt 
their revolutionary rise to world 
leadership. 

I am reasonably sure that this 
is the way they see the military 
issue between us. Moreover, this 
what the prophet Lenin 
prophesied, and in the Soviet 
Union the authority of Lenin, 
as currently interpreted by the 
powers that be, is treated as in- 
fallible and more than human. 
Our policy of military contain- 
ment with its forward positions 
on their own borders is in their 
minds conclusive proof that 
Lenin was right. Thev suspect 
us profoundly, and that is why 
they are stubbornly reluctant to 
negotiate any concession which 
would give us even’a slight tac- 
tical, much less a strategic, ad- 
vantage in case of war. 


Pentagon Blamed 

In this resistance to agree- 
ment with us they are helped 
by many provocative and bel- 
licose things that have been 
said at one time or ahother by 
the talkative brass in the Pen- 
tagon. They are hardened also 
in their convictions, it must be 
said, by the propensity of 
Dulles, and in lesser degree of 
the President himself, to treat 
the conflict, not as one of em- 
pires and great states but as a 
religious war in whidh the con- 
tending positions are absolute. 
For this confirms their view 
that we are bracing ourselves 
for an ideological or religious 
war, that this war will take 
place unless they make them- 
selves so powerful that it cannot 
take place.’ 

The corresponding suspicion 
on our side arises, as we know, 
from the belief that in so far as

the Soviet Union and Red China 
gain in military power, they are 
certainly. bound to use it as an 
instrument of policy in order 
to complete their domination of 
Asia and of Africa. This sus- 
picion is, I have no doubt, well 
founded, and it is a eonclusive 
reason for making sure that we 


do not lose the race of arma- 
ments. 
Our problem here is not 


whether we can afford to keep 
up the race, It is absurd to say 


that we cannot afford it. Nor 
does the problem arise from 
any irreparable technological 


inferiority on our part. For us, 
the crucial problem of erma- 
ments is political and psycholo- 
gical; how to keep the American 
and West European democracies 
ready and willing to support 
armaments without their be- 
coming so obsessed with weap- 
ons that they have neither the 
means nor the understanding 
nor the will to meet ‘he real 
Soviet challenge in Asia. 


No Questions Asked 

The Soviet oligarchy can 
spend on armaments what it 
wants, and no questions asked. 
With us, the necessary § ap- 
propriations cannot be had, or 
so our political leaders ‘*hink, 
without a great scare campaign. 
But this scare campaign offends 
and alienates. the pacifists and 
the neutralists who are the 
overwhelming majority in the 
rest of the world. 

No one can doubt that the So- 
viet challenge is very formid- 
able indeed. Even to a casual 
visitor it is evident that the only 
safe assumption is that the Rus- 
sians have mastered the modern 
technology and that their 
bureaucracy, directed by a pow- 
erful government and working 
on an obedient population, is 
capable of achieving what the-- 
have set themselves to do. 

Theirs is a grim and purpose- 
fui society, in which one who is 
used to the American air finds 
it hard to breathe. No doubt 
the vast machine does not work 
perfectly and there is private 
discontent and some cheating 
and much fixing and bilack- 
marketing. Nor is the tenure in 
office of all the individuals who 
are now at the top of the gov- 
ernment fixed and settled for 
the rest of their lives. None- 
theless, the Soviet system is a 
going concern, and it would be 
rash to underestimate its power 
or to” count upon any radical 
change of direction, much less 
on a counterrevolution. 

Reappraisal Needed 

I have come home convinced 
that the issue is the Russian and 
Chinese challenge for the leader- 
ship of Asia and of Africa. If 
we are to meet it with reason- 
able success, we must, I am sure, 
abandon the notion that the 
Russian and Chinese revolutions 
can be reversed or that the 
spread of communism in the sur- 
rounding countries can be con- 
tained by giving armaments to 


the local military commanders 
and by establishing our own 
bases. 


What we need is an agonizing 
reappraisal of our own habits 
and notions. We must learn to 
keep ourselves armed without 
working ourselves up into a 
frenzy of threats and of fear. 
This is not easy for a democracy 
to do, but it is necessary and, 
once the reason for it is under- 
stood by the leaders of Ameri- 
can opinion, it can be done, 

We must learn also to win 
friends without asking them to 
be our military allies. This can 
be done only by encouraging 
them to follow the neutral 
course which their instinct tells 
them to take. The policy of 
military pacts to contain and 
push back the Communist rev- 
olution is not only incapable of 
working successfully, Its effect 
is to antagonize the masses of 
the people and so to assist the 
expansion of communism. 

New Objective 

We must, I have been con- 
vineed, -reappraise and review 
the policy of foreign aid. As it 
is now practiced, it is fair to 
describe it as a program of sub- 
sidies to governments which are 
threatened with the rise of 
communism among their people. 
Without meaning to say that all 
or even that some of these sub 
sidies should be discontinued, 
I submit that we shall not meet 
the Soviet challenge unless we 
stop looking at the wunderde- 
veloped nations as military bul- 
warks and bastions and adopt a 


Africa at Stake 


new and different objective in 
the uncommitted world. 

The Communists are expand- 
ing in Asia because they are 
demonstrating a way, at present 
the only obviously effective way, 
of raising quickly the ~ower 
and the standard of living of a 
backward people. The only 
convincing answer to that must 
be a demonstration by the non- 
Communist nations that there 
is another and more humane 
way of overcoming the im- 
memorial poverty and weakness 
of the Asian peoples. 

Underwrite India 

This demonstration can best 
be made in India, and there is 
little doubt in my mind that if 
we and our Western partners 
could underwrite and assure the 
success of Indian development, 
it would make a world of dif- 
ference. It might be decisive 
in turning the tide, 
put an end to the enervating 
feeling of fatality and of inevit- 
ability, to the sense that com- 
munism is the only wave of the 
future, that there is only one 
way of internal salvation and 
that the West is impotent and 
too lazy to do anything but let 
the future go by default, 

There are a number of rea- 
sons why | think India is the 
key country. It is, for one 
thing, a very big country known 
to all of Asia as a land of dee 
poverty. To make a showplace 
of a small isiand like Taiwan or, 
for that matter, of Puerto Rico 
is a good thing to do. But it is 
not very convincing. For the 
Communists are proving their 
case in big countries like Rus- 
sia and China. We shall have 
to prove our case, that material 
progress can be had with civil 
liberty, in a big country. 

For another thing, India has 
the necessary structure, includ- 
ing a civil service with a good 
tradition—something which does 


not exist in equal measure 
elsewhere in Asia, except in 
Japan. 


To Meet Challenge 

But in my mind the clinch- 
ing reason for making the dem- 
onstration in India is that the 
spiritual heritage of which 
Gandhi was the great teacher 
is of all the ideologies of the 
world the most radically differ- 
ent from that of Leninism, Yet, 
though it is different, it is, like 
communism, addressed to the 
suffering masses of the people. 

I know there is a notion 
among many Americans that the 
Indians are more than halfway 
slong the road to being Com- 
reunists. That notion is based 
in part on the fact that the 
Indians mean to become a social- 
democratic state. In the main 
the notion that they are half- 
Communist is based on the fact 
that on many issues of foreign 
policy the Indian Government 
differs from ours and makes 
great efforts to keep on good 
terms with the Soviet Union and 
with its powerful and dangerous 
neighbor, Red China. 

Nevertheless, the Indians who 
are indoctrinated in the Ghandi 
tradition are acutely conscious 
of the guif between the Soviet 
system and themselves. They 
are not totalitarians. They are 
not materialistic determinists. 
That is more than can be said 
with the same confidence about 
quite a number of the other peo- 
ples who are not yet within the 
Communist orbit. 

If there is any other way of 
meeting the Communist chal- 
‘lenge in Asia, I have not heard 
of it, The tidezis running in 
favor of communism almost, one 
might say, by default. Rus- 
sia and China are making a 
demonstration to which the 
West is offering no alternative. 
I do not know where else a non- 
Communist alternative can now 
be demonstrated, given the fact 
that only in India, outside of 
the Communist orbit, could a 
successful demonstration carry 
conviction to the great masses 
of the people who are looking 
for a better way of life.

Coup in Sudan

CAIRO (AP)—Sudan’s econo- 
my had reached the brink of 
collapse at the time of the mill- 
tary coup Monday, say neutral 
economic experts here. 

Under the Abdullah Khalil 
regime, Sudan had run through 


It wouldy its foreign exchange reserves at 


a dizzy rate. Information avail 
able here indicates that Suda- 
nese foreign exchange reserves 
dropped from the equivalent of 
$160 million to $16 million in 
less than a year. 


The Sudanese had priced their 
cotton out of the world mar- 
ket, thereby leaving themselves 
almost tdtally without’ the 
means of earning foreign cur- 
rency. 

The coup d’etat by Gen. Ibra- 
him Abboud was staged for mix- 
ed motives, but undoubtedly 
the economic crisis was the con- 
tributing factor. A strong Gov- 
ernment was obviously needed, 
and there seemed little chance 
of getting one from the quar- 
reling factions in parliament. 


For several days before the 
coup, the Khartoum press had 
clamored for the formation of 
a “national government” com 
prising all political factions to 
deal with the country’s crisis. 


When Angilo-Egyptian rela- 
tions were broken off after the 
Suez Canal crisis in 1956, the 
Sudanese tried to capture the 
British cotton market from the 
Egyptians. They priced their 
cotton too high, however, and 
not only failed to win the Brit- 
ish market but also failed to sell 
cotton anywhere on a signifi- 
cant scale. 


Sudan at present has a quar- 
ter of a million bales of unsold 
cotton on hand, and the new 
bumper crop just coming in will 
vastly increase its unsold sur- 
plus. 

The Government signed a few 
minor barter deals with iron 
curtain countries, but it has not 
found a real solution to the cot- 
ton dilemma. 


The result has been an acute 
shortage of consumer goods, in- 
cluding some essential food- 
stuffs. 


It is unlikely that the new 
regime will be able to cope with 
the situation unless it gets sub- 
stantial aid from outside.
